SOUTH GATE, CAL., June 29, 1972 — 
Defending track champion, Rick Goade, 
and the rider most likely to win the title 
this year, Dan Corbett, combined their 
riding talents for an explosive display of 
short-track racing on Trojan Speedway's 
fifth-mile clay oval Thursday night with 
each rider scoring a victory in 250 class 
Main events. 

Corbett's consuming .desire to win 
this year's top honors has yielded him a 
reputation as one of the hardest riding 
performers in short track competition 
today. Corbett (Bul) tipped his hand for 
what was in store when he defeated 
Goade during the TT and F.T. 250 Heat 
events. 

The 250 Main saw Corbett 
out-scramble Goade into the fourth 
corner to take the lead before the first 
lap was completed. Goade, who had 
taken the lead, had his problems 
throughout the race just to stay in the 
runner-up position while Corbett 
extended his lead with each lap. Goade’s 
Bultaco failed to respond coming out of 
the corners, loading up badly. 

Jim Miller, (Oss) the racing 
policeman, was the winner in the Junior 
Division although finishing third behind 
Goade at the checkered flag. 

Goade showing his championship 
form, slipped under Miller in the 250 
FT Main to take the lead on the second 
lap with Corbett having to chase Miller 
for the next two laps. Miller gave 
ground on the fifth lap, and Corbett 
moved to second and held it- to the 
checkered. 

Several new faces spotted the 125 
Main but at the end, it was the same old 
story as Bob Sanders (Kaw) showed his 
class by coming from the back of the 
pack to win both events. Second went 
to Allen “Buckwheat” Swett (Suz), 
with Kyzer taking third ahead of Sims, 
and James Curry (Yam). 

In 125 F.T. action, it was Sanders all 
the way, but the performance of Junior 
rider, Kyzer, in defeating Senior rider 
Maxwell for second, literally stole the 
show from Sanders. 

Another unique performance was 
displayed by a new-comer, Tom Burns 
on a borrowed Kawasaki.

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Lightweight Review #6 


PENTON: 


By John Huetter 

It’s versatile, it handles, and it has 
power on any stock lightweight 
currently on the market. We’re talking 
about usuable power, the kind that 
slings you out of tight corners and 
makes a difference when you hit fifth 
and sixth on the flat. With no 
modification, indeed, right out of the 
crate without having the carb jetting 
corrected for SoCal climates, the 125 
Penton Six Days is a screamer. Except 
that it doesn’t scream. It burbles along 
quietly, without ` too much fuss, 
bouncing, or confusion and seems to 
pass every thing in its way.

It's possible for either expert or 
novice to come out of a turn in second 
or third gear with the front wheel in the 
air. The new Type B engine on the 
current Pentons provides a significant 
increase in power over the previous 
models. 

This is a IKW mill that has only 
appeared on the bikes within the last 
two months and it accounts to a large 
extent for the increase from about I-16 
to around 20 (The brochure reads a 
claimed 21.) horsepower. There is 100cc 
less volume in the lower end. The crank 
wheels are smaller and there is a 
concurrent increase in the velocity of

the fuel paths through the ports. This 
allows the tuner to do more with the 
porting than was previously possible. 
(Even though modification is 
unnecessary to get performance, 
somebody will try to improve it and 
possibly succeed.) 

Effectively, this amounts to a stuffed 
lower end on the stock 125 Penton and 
this effect is the main contributor to the 
performance increase. It is not a 
marginal sort of effect, either. There is a 
noticeable upping of output that is 
entirely usable from the low revs right 
on up to the top end. Frankly, on a 
motocross course fifth and sixth are 
luxuries that will find use only on a few 
long, flat courses. It takes a long straight 
or perfect sandwash to use them. But 
the bottom four gears are equally 
spaced and provide enough flexibility 
for all but the topmost rider in ability. 
Then, if you’re really fast and good, you 
have the next two to pull to. The 
impression of the Penton is that of the 
ideal machine to ride Grands Prix with 
the bottom end right for the MX 
sections and the top two gears for the 
pavement. All gears are tall enough to 
be useful. Previous Penton riders will 
notice the difference. It feels slower, 
but goes faster with less hassle. 

Despite all the previous noises, 
though, power is not really where the 
125 Penton is at. The whole image of 
John Penton’s product is quality, in 
construction and components, and 
versatility. This man has brought 
together all of the “name” items that 
are associated with high performance 
motorcycles and carefully allied them 
with the KTM frame and DKW engine. 
It takes commitment to get it right and 
if it isn't the exactly correct bike, the 
Penton family has come as close as they 
know how. Handling is right in there 
with the very best and you don't have 
to do much to it to get it ready for 
competition. Spend six dollars on the 
right filter and you should be ready for 
motocross, desert, enduros or whatever. 
Penton only makes one 125 and claims 
it's ready for anything...and it doesn't 
do badly. Not bad at all.

straight lines and sharp angles rather 
than in curves. Speed along straight lines 
is much more efficient for any of the 
applications the Penton was designed 
for, and if you can go in deep and 
square off the corners, it all works very 
well. Once the first time rider accustoms 
himself to the handling, confidence in 
the bike comes naturally. Go very fast 
on the straights, deep into the corners 
and get on the excellent brakes. 
Downshift two gears (maybe only one if 


you're very good or the corner is wide) * 


and accelerate toward the next comer. 

The only problem encountered with 
the 125 Penton was a characteristic 
which is chronic with new Sachs/DKW 
engines. When it’s new, the rings haven't 
seated and there isn't that much low 


-end. You have to keep the engine 


singing, as in many racing lightweights, 
or it will bog in the corners. If you have 
the right gear, you can keep it up there 
and revving. The mid-range on the 
Penton is impressive. This is where it 
should be ridden. 

The bike looks a little beefier all 
around than previous models and it 
turns out this is more than optical 
illusion. The triple clamps are larger and 
have more friction surface with the fork 
tubes. The tank is pretty good sized but 
doesn't look like it holds slightly over 
three gallons, which it does. The frame 
looks longer and makes the Penton look 
more like a big bike. It does have a 55 
inch wheelbase, which has to be one of 


the longest of any 125. This is reflected 


Ап the forgiving ride and generally stable 


feeling associated with pushing the bike 
at any speed. The increased size of the 
125 still permits a sitting height of 31.5 
inches, which is about right for riders of 
average build when racing anything but 
flat track or TT. 

On the out-of-the-crate test bike, the 
27.5mm Bing carb was not dialed in 
quite right and throttle control was very 
important. You had to be sensitive to a 
tendency for the carb to load up when 
backing off abruptly and then dumping 
the fuel to it, as in coming out of tight 
corners at the end of long straights. 
Rolling off and on with finesse was a 
definite requirement at low speeds. At 
high speeds, the engine didn't seem to 
want to do anything but run. 

Тһе most lasting impression the 
Penton leaves is that of quality. There 
don't seem to be any obvious shortcuts 
in the way it's built or assembled. 
Hardware is top drawer stuff (Magura 
levers, for example.) and waterproofing 
is not an afterthought. All of the 
adjusters, chain guides, and other stuff 
that can pass unnoticed if they work 
right, but are a pain when they don’t, 
are actual pieces of heavy duty 
machinery that are there to do a job 
without breaking. Very little on the 
machine is there as a gesture of intent or 
for eye-catching marketing appeal. The 
cables have lube nipples, which is just 
one of the really small details that 





indicate the general approach John 
Penton seems to have taken with the 
machine. The bike shows its Six Day 
Trials heritage. 

Finally, one of the most important 
things to happen to a racer in years. It’s 
quiet. There is a big, flat-black pipe 
tipped with a giant-size muffler that 
works. The Penton has shown that you 
don’t have to be noisy to be powerful. 
It. won't make any enemies for 
motorcycling through excess decibels. 
Run quiet, run fast. The enduro package 
is $100 extra. 

The 125 goes for about nine and half 
bills at most dealers.

Lee proved 
the better man, and gradually Novack 
dropped into a comfortable second 
place. Bryan Kenney was never more 
than two bike lengths behind these two, 
sporting the American flag. 

In the meantime, Nicoll was slowly 
picking off his competitors until he 
worked up to fourth place. And that's 
the way the positions stacked up with 
the first four, Lee, Novack, Kenney, and 
Nicoll, considerably outdistancing the 
rest of the field. 

The second moto Novack pleased the 
crowd by snatching the hole shot.

This round Lee could manage no 
better than third with our sole 
American settling for fourth. Steeg 
Petersson, Olle’s brother, pulled out of 
the race in this moto, The night before 
he had raced in Belgium until 1:00 in 
the morning, and his endurance by this 
afternoon was nil. His Kawasaki looked 
super hairy. 

At the start of the third moto, the 
two do-or-die four strokers, Lee and 
Nicoll, jumped out in front. Bryan was 
right on their exhaust trail. A bit of bad 
luck for the French flag-wavers — 
Novack came off pretty bad in the first 
turn as he was doing some dare devil 
acrobatics to get ahead. By the time the 
Montesa started up again, Lee had 
almost lapped him. With a bent rear 
shock, Novack still managed to finish 
10%. 

Counting on an easy third, Bryan was 
having no worries until he started to 
round the corner at the end of the 
straight and slid out on the slippery dry 
grass. Meanwhile, the Belgian, Corbeels, 
a Czech and several other riders took 
the comer and were a good distance 
ahead before Bryan got moving. With 
the minutes ticking away, he overtook 
all but the Belgian moving back up six 
positions before the checkered flag 
called a halt. Overalls for the day went 
to Lee, Nicoll and Kenney. 

On schedule for next week is an 
international near LeMans. Then off to 
England and Germany for three weeks 
of GP's. We hear that Mark's Husky 
stopped him with a broken frame in the 
Czech GP. Wish we could have been 
there, too. Hope we all have nothing but 
good luck the rest of the season. Be 
watching for the report.

One unwritten law of the desert is that 
it is usually quiet at the finish line, 
except, of course, for the racket created 
by the motorcycles.

The 
territory was virgin and up to the first 
check, it was beautiful rolling hills, 
except for the rocks on the way to the 
bomb. These proved to be the only 
rocks on the course, to the delight of all 
riders. 

After the first check, the course 
dropped into a swooping sandwash 
where the skilled riders could lean into 
the turns and ride the banks, then 
charge out onto the fire road. Edison 
Company thoughtfully graded the road 
within the last week and on the first 
loop it was smooth as a freeway, all 
eight miles of it. 

Knapp and Walker pegged it down 
the fireroad, and Knapp began slowly 
pulling away, then stuff! The 450 
Husky seized and George pulled into the 
lead, beginning to increase the margin 
between himself and Jim Fishback, and 
he didn’t give back one inch for the rest 
of the race. 

Bill Friant was running third coming 
into the fourth check with the 175 Puch 
wound out, but the flat desert wasn’t 
small bike country, and Bill had to 
settle for seventh overall and first 175 
Expert.

BLM HIRES FIRST DESERT 
RANGER 

Steve Smith, 27, of Bakersfield is the 
Bureau of Land Management's first 
Desert Ranger. The BLM will hire up to 
10 rangers during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. Their beat will be the 
12 million acres of southern California 
desert administered by the Interior 
Department bureau. 

J. R. Penny, California BLM State 
Director, said Smith's qualifications are 
indicative of the approach the bureau is 
planning in its program to protect desert 
resources and the people who use them. 
“Тһе rangers are natural resource 
specialists first and people managers 
second. Our rangers will try to. achieve 
as much of their jobs as possible by 
education and persuasion." 

The rangers will пос have 
enforcement authority at the outset. 
However, the Administration’s proposed 
National Resource Lands Management 
Act, also called the “BLM Organic Act,” 
pending before Congress, would provide 
authority for the rangers to enforce 
bureau rules and regulations. 

“The Ranger Force is part of our 
critical management program for the 
Califomia desert," Penny. said. “Мапу 
desert resources — historical, natural, 
archaeological — are being damaged by 
heavy recreational use and deliberate 
vandalism. Also, there literally are 
thousands of hazards to the users, 
including uncounted abandoned mine 
shafts. 

“Our efforst to deal with these 
problems admittedly are meager, but at 
least a start has been made," he 
continued. “We will need the full 


cooperation of desert users to help the 
rangers do their job.”

"Round the Campfire

Several weeks ago Rescue 3 was 
elected to make a search for a young 
lady who had ridden off looking for her 
boyfriend and got herself lost. If the 
boyfriend had not made it in and 
reported to Rescue 3 that she was 
missing...well, she wasn’t ‘carrying any 
water... 

Right off hand I can think of two 
dozen good well known desert clubs. 
Most clubs have openings for new 
members. If you do not belong to one, 
join. 

Good clubs have a regular pit crew 
consistingof one pit boss who isa reliable, 
conscientious, resourceful man, and 
umpteen helpers, usually the wives of 
racers and racers who broke down 
before the start. Part of the job of the 
pit boss is to see that all riders are in 
before any club members leave the area. 

All racers must sign in with the pit 
crew if they want gas during the race, 
and they must sign out when they finish 
the race. After the last dog has dragged 
himself across the finish line the pit boss 
assigns the least fatigued, or most able, 
riders in the club to go out on the 
course and bring in the strays. 

Anybody who has ever had his bike 
quit halfway around the second loop 
will tell you that it is well worth the 
price of dues to a club, just to know 
that somebody is on their way with a 
tow-rope and a drink of water, and that 
his wife is not back in camp worrying 
herself sick about what she should do. 

However, in the meantime, before 
you find the right club for yourself, 
here is what to tell your wife to do in 
case you fail to show up at the finish 
line: 

A member of Rescue 3 leaves right 
after the last Novice and rides the 
course. He takes the name, number and 
make of bike for all broken-down riders 
he comes across. (Stay on course if you 
break down.) This list is posted on the 
back of the Rescue 3 van, that great big 
air-conditioned job that is always 
parked near sign-up. Your wife should 
go to Rescue 3 and see if your name or 
number is on the list. Then she should 
go to any club and ask if they are going 
out after riders. If they are, most of 
them will be glad to help you out. Just 
tell them what to look for. At least they 
will bring your guy in. You may have to 
go out and get the bike later, but not 
alone. 

Keep in mind that the people who 
race in the desert are some of the 
greatest people in the world. That is our 


little neighborhood out there and we all 
do everything we can to help each 
other. Never hesitate to ask for help; we 
all need it sometimes. ~ 

Logically, you would assume that the 
sponsoring club is the place to turn for 
help. Fifty-one weekends out of the 
year that club has members who would 
ride out looking for your guy. But not 
this weekend. They each have several 
jobs and long after you have found your 
lost sheep, dragged the wreckage of his 
motorcycle out of the desert and are 
home drinking beer and watching FBI 
and Bonanza, the members of the 
sponsoring club are pulling down ribbon 
and signs, picking up trash and sorting 
through results. 

Many members will still be there on 
Monday, cleaning up after themselves 
and the slobs who didn’t take their trash 
home. In some clubs, members will miss 
the race next weekend to go out and 
take down their ribbon. - 

However, there are still a great many 
clubs who aren’t working that particular 
day, and you need only ask to receive 
their assistance. 

Never, never, never go out on the 
course alone. Ninety-nine percent of the 
time the racer will have sense enough 
not to expect you to come and get him; 
he will flag down the sweeper crew from 
some club and bum a ride in. If he is 
lucky, he may even get a tow for his 
wreck. Do give your man credit for a 
little common sense. Give him a chance 
to make it in on his own before you 
panic. 

At the last race (Rim Runner’s), 
Rescue 3 reported 18 injuries. With over 
550 racers, you can see that the chances 
your rider is hurt are pretty slim...like 
about 3 in 100. If your rider does not 
appear when you think he should, you 
can expect one of the following stories 
when he does show up: The chain broke 
three times and he ran out of master 
links. The transmission seized. He hit a 
rock and knocked a hole in his case. The 
engine seized. The shifter broke off. He 
lost his brakes. He ran out of gas. 

Mostly, if you are manning the pits 
alone, don't panic. I held the fort alone 
for several months, pitting my husband 
and various friends, and never once had 
to go looking for him. I won't say I 
never worried, but a couple of times I 
was about to go to Rescue 3 for help 
when he showed up, and once members 
of Desert M.C. had assured me they 
would go look for him but he arrived 
under his own power with baling wire 
holding his handlebars in place. 

What kept me under control was 








knowing that my rider is a pretty smar 
guy and he would find his own wa 
home unless he was injured. And, if he 
was injured, Rescue 3 would have the 
pieces over in that nice air-conditioned 
van and maybe they would even let me 
come in and get cool. 

Need I mention how highly I think of 
the men and women who volunteer 
their time to render first aid and 
comfort at our desert races? I shudder 
to think of a race without them. 

This started out to be an essay on the 
joys of belonging to a club and how to 
choose yours, but I got carried away 
with lost people. Next weck I'll get back 
to clubs. 

Many things are happening regarding 
off-road registration, but at press time I 
must keep the most exciting under my 
hat. 

I though I was a voice crying in the 
wilderness about my $15 going down 
the drain, but am shocked to learn that 
the overwhelming majority of people 
who have off-road vehicles feel the 
same. One group I did not even know 
existed until recently consists of people 
who are paralyzed. They have specially 
built jeeps or dune buggies and use a 
sort of grappling hook to pick up rocks 
to examine. Now what on earth would 
those people want with a park where 
they can race?

WHAT MAKES A GOOD OL' SOUTHERN BOY JUMP 15 CARS 






ON JUMPING CARS: 

“I'm indirectly sponsored by Suzuki through Suzuki of 
Greenville. It sometimes takes forever to get parts that way. 

As far as the bike (TM400) itself, it's trouble free. 1 don't 
even think the engine's broken in yet. | do very little to 
prepare the bike actually. There is one key secret that keeps 
the bike together, but | don’t use frame gussets or anything. 
It's a trade secret. 

“I’ve been scared jumping — particularly an indoor jump. 
When you're up there in the air, those cars look like peanuts. 
At the San Diego jump, the end of that ramp was nine feet 
off the ground. The apex of the jump was maybe 16-18 feet 
in the air. That's a long way. | went quite a distance past the 
last car. That was a steep trajectory jump. On most of my 
jumps, | use a low trajectory and waste a lot of room beyond 
the cars. You always want to be turning 6500 RPM in high 
gear at the top of the takeoff ramp. Then you can figure 
you're all right. 

"A lot of times when you hit, it jars your hands off the 
bars. The impact is pretty strong. That's — no kidding — one 
reason | like the DiffBrake. | can still get stopped with my 
hands off the bars for a while, | don't know why more 
jumpers don't use motocross bikes, They were designed to go 
straight through the air. You can jump on anything, but 
landing straight... 

“Jumping, especially long jumps, is mainly a matter of 
shaping your head. 1 try not to preach at my performances, 
though. Telling kids not to jump is a good way to get them to 
try it. If you say ‘don’t’, they'll go do it. It's human nature. 
If you don't say anything, maybe only a very few are going 
to try it. 

"If Evel's jumps are a result of Practice, I’d hate to be 
around when he’s doing his Practices. | did make one big 
mistake. 1 was jumping four or five cars for some 
photographs. The photographer, Ken Dunlap, stood below

the ramp and | hit him with the foot peg taking off. Broke 
his arm, smashed his equipment and | did about two endoes 
through the air, landing with the bars in my chest. Breathing 
blood, the whole shot. That was the worst but I’ve only 
fallen four times. 

“Surfaces are a problem. When | made that canyon (155 
ft. across a river in Louisiana...Ed.) jump, the surface was 
pumpsand and | couldn't get any traction during my practice 
runs. Never got into high gear until | actually made the jump. 
The floor in San Diego had some kind of powder on it. We 
used dragster traction stuff, tried everything. Just made it 
worse, 1 slid into the grandstands a couple of times trying to 
get stopped in practice. It was really using me up. That 
wasn't too neat at all. We spent hours trying to get that floor 


right and at the end it was about half as good as plain 
concrete. 





"Anything that happens to you when you're on that 
take-off ramp continues throughout the jump. It's greatly 
magnified by the time you get to the other side. Like Super 
Joe was a little too fast up at Sacramento. | got too much 
traction once on a ramp that had sand in the paint, The front 
end came up and just kept lifting when | was in the air. 
About halfway over | decided to ride it out and came down 
straight up on the rear wheel. It pitched me over when I hit 
but all | did was cut my fingers. 

“Not using a ramp is actually better for landing, because if 
you land wrong on the ramp, you're done. But if you come 
down a little crooked without the ramp, you have a chance 
to correct. The bike has a tendency to straighten itself on the 
ground. The more you plan a jump, figuring ramp angles and 
the like, the better and eventually, longer, jump you can 
make. You can take any idiot, stuff his pockets full of 
money, shoot him off a ramp and scrape him up on the other 
side. | make jumps to land upright and keep it together. 
“There are no easy jumps.”

ON COMPETITION: 


“Well, my life is motorcycles and I'd like to eventually 
have my own racing team. | really would. | raced the 
National circuit as a Junior in 1969. A lot of other riders had 
Ponies on me — a lot of horsepower, but | did real good asa 
Junior and usually had the first BSA across the line. | earned 
39 points as a Junior but decided | wasn't ready to move up. : 
Traveling the National Circuit as a Junior when you're 
married is not neat. It is very expensive. If | were eighteen 
now, I'd still be racing. I'll tell you one thing, my racing 
experience has helped me a lot jumping. I've been able to 
save it several times when | started sliding on pavement 
because of my racing experience. 

“I've thought of so many things when | was racing that | 
would like to have done with bikes — an idea about a bike. 
Га like to have the means to do them. If | could get a couple 
of kids who are really fast and follow the National circuit. I'd 
do that with a racing team. | get some good ideas and | enjoy 
building bikes.” 


ON HIMSELF: 

“Falling down, either racing or jumping is against 
my whole deal. It just doesn't work. I try to figure 
out just exactly what I have to do in making a jump 
and stay with it, even if something in my head is 
saying “This isn’t right.’ 

"I try to make my own decisions about my life and 
my work. My manager will set up dates for me to 
jump and all but then I decide where I'll go and 
where I'll jump. I won't perform at some things. I 
don't think of my jumping as a carnival sideshow. I 
prefer to do it at races: motorcycle or drag races. Not 
at a circus kind of thing. 

"I think I can be doing this (jumping) for another 
two years. I'm 26. My wife is very understanding 
about it. She likes anything I do. She's kind of used 
to me coming back after some weeks of racing busted 
up, when I was a Junior. 

"I knew when I started I couldn't go out and jump 
15 cars ramp to ramp, so I thought just to be 
different, I'd jump five or six cars with no landing 
ramp. When I first started, I destroyed a lot of 
scooters, a lot of wheels, and hurt myself several 
times. But I finaly got it together. The more 
preparation, the more thought that goes into what 
you do, the better it works. 

"Starting really soon, I plan to start conducting 
safety clinics for riders. Talking about what I do, 
motorcycling in general, trying to make street riders 
safer. It's amazing how many people there are out 
there on bikes that don't know what they're doing."

The finish flagman did a great job of 
confusing everyone by waving the flag 
so fast the nobody could figure out for 
sure which flag he was using. 

John Huetter, you're to be 
congratulated too. I understand you laid 
some interesting info on the fans but 
where I was sitting the sound system 
was inaudible over the din. Speaking of 
sound systems, the audio at the 
Coliseum left lots to be desired. It’s not 
the fault of Larry Huffman because he 
did the best job possible under rather 
trying circumstances. The fault lies with 
the fact that the sound in the bowl is 
probably adequate when twenty-two 
sets of shoulder pads hit at full speed 
but can't cut it when thirty-five 
two-strokes are getting it on, silencers or

even turned on, you missed some 
interesting poop.

Mike Goodwin and the crew from 
LeisureTech did a fine job, especially 
when you stop to consider just how 
many obstacles were placed in their way 
as they went along. Maybe we'll be 
lucky enough to see another one of 
these *Superbowls" next year.

SAVING MONEY BY NOT 
DOING IT YOURSELF 


This may seem like a weird title for a 
column that is supposed to be devoted 
to telling you how to do-it-yourself. The 
reason for it is that many times a rider 
will tackle a job that he has neither the 
knowledge or the tools to handle. It is 
akin to the old proverb “Penny Wise 
and Pound Foolish”. 

A very typical example is the home 
mechanic who has a limited knowledge 
of his machine, in fact, he has put rings 
in his two-stroke once. He suddenly has 
an engine seizure problem and figures he 
will tear it down as it is probably just a 
stuck piston and he can do it himself. 
When he gets inside the top end, he 
finds that his crank is seized. His next 
step is to figure “what the heck”, he 
was able to tear the top end apart, why 
not the bottom end. Naturally he is not 
figuring on pressing the crank himself, 
just saving himself the cost of tearing 
the engine down at the local shop. 

Don’t get me wrong. I am not saying 
that he shouldn’t tear the engine down, 
what I mean to point out is that he is 
not equipped to tear it down. This rider 
usually has just enough wrenches to do 
a top end and that is all. When 
purchasing tools, he never in the world 
figured on doing a major overhaul. But, 
it is late at night and he is in his garage 
thinking to himself, “If I run into 
trouble, I can just take it to the dealer 
anyhow." I shudder when I think about 
what goes on in that garage. Right off 
the bat, he starts taking things apart 
that do not need to come apart, he 
strips out each little item, not so much 
because he thinks it has to come apart 
to achieve his final goal, but because he 
is curious. This means right off it is 
going to cost him more money at the 
dealer just to put it together than it 
would have if they had taken it apart. 

His next idiot trick is the cardboard 
box (usually with a large gap in the 
bottom where the small parts fall out) 
that he uses for containment. There is 
nothing a mechanic hates to hear more 
than the phrase “All the parts are right 
here in this box”. In the first place, 
something is always missing and the 
rider has to pay for the time the 
mechanic spends looking for the missing 
part because it is “in the box”, 

Secondly, he has taken a reasonable 
facsimile of an engine and made a giant 
jigsaw puzzle out of it. It is for this 
reason that he may even be hard-pressed 
to find a shop that will take in a “basket 
case". If they do accept it, they do so 
on the understanding that the charge 
will be on an hourly basis or else a flat 
20% or 30% over the flat rate charge 
that he would have been billed had they 
done the entire job. 

So far the only sin he has committed 
has been against his pocketbook and all 
it has cost him is money. But where it 
really gets bad is when he does get the 
cases separated and tries to get the 
flywheel out of the other case. If he has 
an easy one to separate, he is lucky. If it 
is a difficult one, what other resort does 
he have except to get the big hammer? 
After peening over the end of the crank 
so that the nut will no longer fit, (I have 
seen some so bad that they actually 
bent the crankshaft end and still didn't 
get it out.) nine times out of ten, they 
wind up having to have the dealer take 
it out anyhow. Remember, crank halves 
don't come cheap. 


STUMPJUMPERS 


This may sound like I am trying to 
instill a “sour grapes” attitude toward 


' home mechanics, but I’m not.What I am 


trying to do is make you realize that 
you cannot charge blindly into 
something and expect it to be right. If 
you are in this rider’s predicament, 
consider a few things. Do you have a 
service manual? If not, hang it up until 
the next time you can purchase one, It 
is senseless to go into it blind and 
possibly double your expenses because 
you did something stupid. 

After you have the manual, it will tell 
you what special tools you must have. 
You will not necessarily need all the 
tools they describe, but if you get hung 
up on something, that probably is the 
reason. In this case, don't reach for the 
big hammer, have a little patience. Wait 
til the next day and inquire into the 
cost of the tool. If it is too expensive, 
inquire as to how much the dealer will 
charge to do that part of the job with 
his tool. For instance, take the crank 
that won't come out of the case. If this 
were a Yamaha, it can be a bear. With 
the special tool that Yamaha makes, it is 
a breeze and the dealer should be happy 
to do it for you for the minimum labor 
cost. Remember, you should never beat 
on anything with a big hammer unless 
you are laying railroad ties. 

As for packing the engine in 
cardboard boxes, keep in mind that you 
are planning on putting this back 
together. If a basket case is bad for the 
professional mechanic, it will be next to 
impossible for the rider mechanic. Clear 
a place on the bench and lay down some 
clean rags to set the parts on so they 
don't roll off the bench and get lost. 
Now lay out the parts as you remove 
them, in the order that you removed 
them. This way as you assemble it, you 
will be able to see at a glance if you 
have forgotten something. 

Another idea to save you a little time 
and trouble is with the case screws. If 
you will take a piece of cardboard and 
draw a rough diagram of the screwdriver 
wherever there is a screw, all you will 
have to do is remove the screws from 
the engine and put them into the piece 
of cardboard. This way, they will not 
get lost and when it comes time to 
assemble them you will know what 
holes they go into. 

Again, I am not trying to talk you 
out of doing your own service work, I 
am just trying to talk you into being 
prepared, going at it easy. You will find 
that it really isn’t hard at all. 

The main thing is never to lose your 
temper, that motorcycle is an inanimate 
object without feeling of any kind. 
Maybe smashing at it with a hammer 
will make you feel better, but the 
engine could care less. Besides, the 
repair bill comes out of your pocket. 
The best advice I can give to avoid 
losing your temper (I used to have a 
violent temper, but I found out it just 
cost me money so I learned to control 
it) is just walk away from it for a while, 
maybe even until the next day. 

I personally believe that working on 
your own motorcycle can be fun, if you 
let it get the best of you or if you start 
damaging things because you don't have 
the proper tools, it is no longer fun. It 
has just become a pain in the neck. So 
take it easy and enjoy working on your 
motorcycle. Besides, if you do it right, 
the feeling that you get from having 
done a job well done is worth all the 
extra time-and trouble. Good luck.

Newly CZ-mounted Tony Rodgers 
showed off the style that won him the 
Number 1 plate as he led the Am/Ex

scattered fans with their easy 1-2 
finishes in the 500 Am/Ex class. 

One of the most exciting dices of the 
day was a three-way battle among Mike 
Hannon (Bul), John Rice (DKW), and 
Jim O'Neal (Ric), for the overall win in 
the 125 Am/Ex class. 

O'Neal was very strong in the first 
moto, and spent all his time before the 
second moto tuning and testing his bike 
and pouring water оп himself. 
Apparently, the Boy Scout motto 
doesn't work for everyone, as he 
finished behind Hannon and Rice in the 
second moto and his bike broke for a 
DNF in the third. 

Rice looked very good today, taking 
the lead early in all three motos, but 
apparently he feels a little lost without 
his Honda, for it was Hannon who 
finished high enough in each moto to 
pick up the overall win. 

Unfortunately, it was the dust that 
really scored the highest today, as it 
took a high toll of riders in each race, 
making the course more treacherous 
than it really was. It was the Novices 
that really suffered the most, as lack of 
experience made it doubly difficult for 
them to pick their way through the 
thick, billowing clouds. 

Considering the small number of 
participants, it seemed as though the

limping Novice bitterly remarked, “I'll 
never race a District 37 motocross here 
again!" There are probably many other 
less outspoken riders who feel the same 
way. 

Among the 1075 trophies awarded by 
the Stumpjumpers there were none for 
Most Spectacular Riding Jersey, but it 
seems as though Harvey Sorenson (Bul), 
a 250 Novice, should get some sort of 
award for the Kawasaki-green jersey 
with yellow flowered sleeves.

ambulance made far too many trips into 
the field to pick up the survivors of the 
unnecessarily horrendous crashes. 

Although the Stumpjumpers saw to it 
that the course had been watered the 
day before the race and in the morning 
before the first moto, the course seemed 
to have absorbed the water like a 
sponge. What did not immediately 
convert back to dust was turned into 
asphalt-hard ruts. 

Perhaps one of the reasons the 
turn-out for club-sponsored District 37 
races is frequently low is that the riders 
are not getting what they want in the 


way of track preparation. Ав опе

with the dust today, Osteen's seems to 
have a greater potential as a bike park 
than has been realized. so far.

For several years now Yamaha International has had a 650cc two-stroke twin. The 
main problem in relation to motorcycles has been the fact that the motor is for 
snowmobiles. Until this changes, the only people to possess this workhorse will be 
those willing to adapt this machine to a motorcycle. 
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ithout the rider, Roger Davis, the entire bike weighs just 186 Ibs, This is the whole thing. The 
frame is a super light chrome moly skeleton, The weight with a rider is hard to believe, just over 
350 pounds, According to the Lions Technical Inspector, this is the lightest 650cc motorcycle 
ever ridden at the strip. The power to weight ratio is 3.6 to one. The frame, made by Schwerma, 
only weighs eight pounds. This plus wheels and components gives a dry weight of 93 pounds. 
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Still not convinced? Read on. 

If you follow the racing scene, you know the all new 
'72% Puch is a real winner. For those of you who don't: 

On February 20, 1972 Jeff Wright became the first 
person in California history to win a desert hare and hound 
race overall aboard a 175cc machine. A Puch of course. Jeff 
has been putting it on them at Ascot Park's night MX series, 
too.

To say that this machine is unusual would be understating the case. There is no 
clutch or transmission nor is there any need for one. Word has it that this motor is in 
a motocross frame but no one seems to have seen it. The one that many have seen is 
Gary Bowers’ super quick drag bike. This kind of machine could be the bike to beat 
as it has already far surpassed all national records for its class. 









This is the little goody that makes the whole thing work. Doesn't look like a big thing, doesn’t 
feel like it would do much. However, what you are looking at is the clutch, Or at least the thing 
that makes the torque converter work. This v-belt, moving between two sets of expanding or 
contracting discs, is the transmission and the clutch all in one, Under force the front set of discs 
expands while the forward set contracts, What this does is effectively increase the overall “gear” 
ratio from essentially nothing to one ratio to a final 1:1 at top speed. This eliminates the need for 
the standard trans and clutch assembly. This saves many pounds. While this may handle the 
gearbox chore, there is still the need for a countershaft and rear sprocket, The main difference is 
that the countershaft is really a jackshaft, one end of which holds the one half of the torque 
converter and the other holds a sprocket. 





What you can see here is the rear disc brake by Kelsey Hayes. The tire is an M&H bike slick. The 
large vaned aluminum round goody is one half of the torque converter. The small drill holes are 
for balancing. In this shot you can see the footpegs. Notice that there is nothing for the feet to 
do but hold on. The brakes and all other controls are either up front or just not there at all.

This is the whole motor. The heads are of the hemi variety with slighty domed pistons. The size 
of this motor is only 643cc yet it produces in excess of 100 horsepower. Within the starter 
housing is the electrical system and flywheel. The basic motor components are very simple. On 
top are the heads and barrels; the upper case comes next and with its partner. They house the 
crank, Stick in some huge pistons and there is a big two stroke.

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Although this picture doesn't show the size of these carburetors very well, the venturi size is just 
50mm. What the rig really is, is a carb-injection system. (Not really but close enough.) As you can 
see, the butterfly valves are connected in the middle by a bar with a screw arrangement. This 
makes for a very accurate method of synching the carbs. The strange flat protrusions at the 
bottom aren't the usual floats. In fact these things don't have any float. It is actually a very 
simple fuel pump. In the middle of the venturi, there is a smaller venturi. This causes the fuel to 
be sucked out into the air stream. All jetting is eliminated by the use of a screw-in jetting system. 
These have proved to be the hot set up.

As can be seen in this picture, the front brake is operated in the usual manner. The brake and the 
whole front end are from a Yamaha 80. The front rubber is a 2.00 Dunlop road racing tire. The 
rim comes from the Akront company. The left front lever activates the rear brake. This is one of 
the only left hand hydraulic brake units in the world. The rim around the tire is to cheat the 
timing lights. The quicker the lights are opened the quicker the timer starts. While this may mean 
only .03 seconds, this can mean a race or even a national record. The fuel tank holds about two 
quarts.

The reason the carbs work so well is the pump system. Nothing affects it but temperatures that 
freeze gas. The black rubber pad with the holes in it controls the fuel flow. It regulates the 
amount of gas or fuel that can reach the pump. The pump itself is the other black rubber disc. 
The pump is activated by the crankcase compression. This is a verysimple and highly efficient 
method of fuel metering.

LAGUNA SECA 

Laguna Seca Raceway, the host for 
the Kawasaki Superbike International, is 
the brainchild of a band of 
public-minded businessmen who are 
well-known in Northern California as 
SCRAMP, the Sports Car Racing 
Association of the Monterey Peninsula. 

How Laguna Seca came into being is 
a success story in itself. 

Monterey got started as a sports car 
racing center during the famous Pebble 
Beach Road Races from 1950 to 1956. 
When the crowds got too large for the 
crooked roads of the Del Monte Forest 
course, SCRAMP was organized. 
SCRAMP members personally signed or 
talked others into signing notes to the 
extent of $125,000. 

They negotiated a lease with the 
Department of Defense to use a portion 
of land on Ft. Ord property. The 
1.9-mile circuit was completed on the 
outskirts of Ft. Ord in 1957. SCRAMP, 
with the aid of Monterey architect 
Wallace Holm built a European-type 
road racing course, some 30-feet wide 
with nine turns. The course is 
challenging; it has a maximum upgrade 
of 14 percent and a maximum 
downgrade of 21 percent. 

In its initial years, the fledgling race 
course was hard pressed to meet 
expenses. But as the sport of auto racing 
grew, SCRAMP directors decided to 
gamble and turned to professional 
racing as their key to success. 

SCRAMP has not only paid back all 
the borrowed money, but now 
contributes all net proceeds to more 
than 40 charities — over $940,000 since 
its inception and over $100,000 last 
year alone. 

Hundreds of unpaid volunteers give 
their time so that most of the gate can 
be used for charitable purposes. There 
are the program and ticket sellers, the 
traffic and parking control, the food 
and souvenir sales, and the many other 
facets that make up the complicated 
business of road racing — all for sweet 
charity. 

There are few settings for racing 
anywhere on earth that can compare 
with the beauty of Laguna Seca with its 
rolling hills, spreading oaks and 
interesting track pattern. Drivers 
commend it and it is probably the best 
in America from a spectator standpoint. 
Besides that — everyone likes to visit the 
Monterey Peninsula. 

This year SCRAMP decided to enter 
the fast-growing world of.professional 
motorcycle road racing and applied to 
the American Motorcycle Association 
for a sanction to run a National Road 
Race, at Laguna Seca. The AMA was 
naturally delighted to get a chance to 
include a race at this track in their 
national championships and duly issued 
the sanction, In next to no time, 
Trippe-Cox had agreed to promote the 
event and had signed Kawasaki to 
sponsor it. 

So, on July 21, 22, 23, Trippe-Cox 
and SCRAMP' bring you the $50,000 
Kawasaki Superbike International, the 
first major professional motorcycle road 


race to be held at Laguna Seca. 

During race weekend a telephone will 
be installed at the track to give you 
up-dated results and information. The

HOLLAND — The land of windmills 
and tulips and blonde-haired, 
rosy-cheeked Dutchmen. And oh, the 
rosy cheeked Dutchwomen. And canals. 
And Amsterdam, where everything is 
possible. And once a year, the Dutch 


It was hard to miss the TT, once 
within 30 kilometers of Assen, where it 
was held. Huge signs, set in the middle 
of some farmer’s barnyard, proclaimed 
the date and location of the TT with 
certainty. Farmhouses were draped with 
Continental Tire banners, Chrvron Oil 
banners, and many other company 
associated with motorcycling. Assen is a 
small town, located about three 
kilometers from the starting line of the 
TT. The people love the annual TT. The 
merchants make money, the residents 
make money, and everyone closes up 
for the races on Saturday. 

The Netherlands is the home of the 
current 50cc road racing World 
Champion, Jan de Vries, and the 50cc 
model is more popular here than 
anywhere else I have been in Europe. 
Old men, young men, old women, and 
sweet young ones — all have a 50cc 
something or other. They love the little 
things, and Jan de Vries is something of 
a national hero. People carry decals with 
his name on their car. And wear T-shirts 
bearing the same. He has been having a 
race with Angel Nieto of Spain for the 
world championship this year, and it 
looked like a real battle after the 
practice times. Nieto ran his Derbi 
around the course for one lap at four 
minutes flat. Jan de Vries could get his 
Kreidler around at just four minutes 
seven seconds. There were a lot of 
people close to this time. However, 
everyone in the stands knew who was 
going to be racing. 

When the flag dropped it was Nieto 
and de Vries, and they weren't more 
than two seconds apart the whole race. 
Nieto led for the first few kilometers, 
then de Vries, then Nieto again. With a 
lap to go, de Vries was leading. In fact, 
he was leading with less than a quarter 
lap to go. But Nieto must have been 
holding back a few bits of horsepower, 
for he was in front at the finish. 

The next class to run was the 350's, 
always interesting, if only to see how 
much of a lead Agostini can build over 
the rest of the field. This time it was 
even more interesting, as Ago got 
started in somewhere around eighth 
place. He actually had to work his way 
past a few riders. First lap leader was 
Janos Drapl, of Hungary, but he retired 
on the second lap, relinquishing the lead 
to Phil Read on an MV 3. Read led at

RIVERSIDE, CAL., July 9, 1972 — 
Don Emde just plain ran and hid from 
everybody there today. His Mel Dinesen 
250 and 350 Yamahas were so far in 
front in the two major Senior events 
that the races hardly involved him. What 
was left for the spectator was the 
back-in-the-pack dices. 

Reg Pridmore (BMW 750), George 
Kerker (Hon 750), Steve McLaughlin 
(Hon 500), and George Roche (Kaw 
500) disputed the 500 and Open points 
while Emde wailed away with 350 
honors far ahead. Roche, who won the 
last meeting here, had his machine lose 
interest and he retired. Kerker and 
Pridmore pulled away from McLaughlin 
(who was listed in the Open results), 
and Kerker had it at the flag. 

The retirement rate was fairly high. 
The heat got to a lot of machines and a 
few riders. Practice was marred by all 
sorts of get-offs, especially in turn six. 
The most significant crash was Bob

the conclusions of laps two and three, 
but Agostini passed him on lap four, 
and from then on the race was for 
second place. It must get lonely that far 
in front. Read could only hold second 
place for a lap, then Renzo Pasolini put 
his Aermacchi in second, only to 
relinquish that on the ninth lap to Jarno 
Saarinen on a Yamaha. And that is the 
way it stood, all the way to the last lap 
of the 20 lap race when Dieter Bruan of 
West Germany took his Yamaha past 
Read for fourth place. Saarinen had 
been catching Agostini during the latter 
stages of the race, but did not really get 
within striking distance of the sweet 
sounding MV. Agostini established a 
new lap record during the race of 3:06.6 
at 148.63 km per hour, and a new race 
record of one hour, three minutes and 
two seconds, at 146.63 km per hour. He 
also held the old record, which he set in 
1970. 

The 250s got underway at 12:30, 
exactly as scheduled, for-their 17 laps of 
the 7.7044 kilometer course; roughly 
four miles. Rodney Gould fired his 
Yamaha with the first step, it seemed, 
and was away and gone for the whole 
race. Very smooth, and managed to 
keep his factory Yammie just enough 
ahead of Renzo Pasolini’s Aermacchi to 
stay comfortable. Pasolini passed Phil 
Read on the third lap, and steadily 
pulled away to hold second place to the 
finish. Jarno Saarinen also got past Read 
on the third lap, and he held third place 
to the finish. Phil Read did hold on to 
fourth place, and managed to stay in 
fourth in the world title chase. He is far 
behind Gould, Pasolini and Saarinen, 
however, and it looks like one of these 
three will take the 250 world title.

Make believe someone threw a road race and every- 
body came. Well, just about everybody. The truth is, 
July 21 through 23 some of the best riders in the world 
will be coming to Laguna Seca in Monterey for the 
Kawasaki Superbike International.

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program, enough time to allow the 
spectators to get a Wurst and mustard, 
or a beer (or several). I found the fresh 
fruit stands the most enjoyable. Sweet 
black cherries and bananas and apples 
go great with Heineken. 

At 2:15 the 125s were signalled off. 
Kent Andersson on a Yamaha took an 
early lead, holding it for the first two 
laps until he coasted to a stop at his pit. 
From there until the end of the race it 
was Angel Nieto on a Derbi, gradually 
pulling out a 20 second lead on second 
place. But second place was a race! 
Borje Jansson, on a Maico, and Dave 
Simmonds (Kaw) battled their way 
through the field for the first four laps, 
and then battled each other the 
remaining ten laps. They swapped 
second and third place four times in ten 
laps, and at the finish they were three 
seconds apart. Jansson happened to be 
in the lead at that point, so was awarded 
second place. Charles Mortimer, the 
current leader in the world title chase, 
dropped out of the race on lap six with 
engine trouble. 

The only races left were two of the 
most interesting — the 500 Senior and 
the sidecars. Agostini, after separating 
his motorcycle from the crowd of 
admirers prior to the race, promptly 
pushed away to first place. He must 
take the 500 class dead serious as he just 
kept on smoking. The racing behind him 
was good, and kept the people 
interested. Alberto Pagani pushed off to 
a poor start, and it was a treat to hear 
the MV work its way through the field 
to its final second place, which it took 
Pagani six laps to capture. Agostini 
began lapping tenth place on the 
eighteen lap, and finished almost two 
full minutes ahead of Pagani. And he 
does it so easy. It doesn’t look like there 
is another Mike Hailwood around to 
bother him, either. 

The sidecar class: many people think 
of it as an abortion of sorts. But is some 
of the most exciting racing I have seen 
in Europe, and it requires a different 
type of skill, not to mention teamwork 
and/or courage/insanity on the part of 
the passenger; what a treat to watch. I 
have been told that at many of the 
international races, the majority of 
spectators leave after the 500 class has 
finished, seemingly not interested in the 
sidecars. Not so with the Dutch. 

There was an incident at the start of 
the race that made it worthwhile for 
most of them. The track had been 
cleared, and the minute warning signal 
had been given to the racers, when Heiz 
Luthringhauser relaized he had come 
out of the pits without his goggles.

Yvon DuHamel ran away from 
everyone except Cliff Carr during the 
Formula 750 Grand Prix of Canada, the 
highlight of the Dominion to 
Independence Day Sprints held at 
Mosport Park, Canada.

Team Speedway 


By Ralph Springer 

Speedway motorcycle racing in the 
United States, traditionally competition 
with the accent on individualism, will 
take on a new look in seasons ahead as 
the team concept is introduced to the 
sport. 

Speedway promoters at four 
California race tracks — Costa Mesa, 
Irwindale, Bakersfield and Ventura — 
hammered out the final details recently 
for the team speedway racing schedule. 
The new development, as planned, will 
help put the United States on an equal 
footing with the major speedway racing 
countries of the world: England, 
Sweden, Denmark, Australia, New 
Zealand, Czechoslovakia, Poland and 
the U.S.S.R. 

England was chosen as a model for 
the U.S. team concept. More than 40 


speedway teams are scattered 
throughout the British Isles representing 
major cities and regions the way 


American pro football and baseball 
teams do. 

The switch to team motorcycle 
competition, first major change in 
American professional motorcycle sport 
in more than a decade, will also pave the 
way for team competition with other 
foreign countries. An American 
speedway team toured Australia and 
New Zealand in January and February 
and proved that the concept is sound by 
racing against more seasoned Australian 
teams with great success. 

The first team racing match is set for 
Friday evening, July 7th at Costa Mesa's 
Orange County Fairgrounds race 
facility. The new Costa Mesa team, the 
Comets, will square off against the 
visiting Ventura Chargers. 

Team racing will then go to the 
Ventura County Fairgrounds track on 
Tuesday evening, July 11th, followed 
by team matches at Bakersfield on 
Wednesday, July 12th and at Irwindale 
Raceway on Thursday evening, July 
13th. The loop then repeats at Costa 
Mesa the following evening, July 14th. 

Team racing will not completely alter 
the existing speedway programs at each 
track. A full slate of handicap events 
and second and third division races for 
individual riders will be retained. 

Final details are still being worked 


out concerning purses, payoffs, and 
individual team makeup. Each promoter 
is currently trying to put together a 
team broad in strength. Some trading 
and buying as well as drafting of new 
riders is expected prior to the July 7th 
Costa Mesa debut.

TEAM SCORING: 
All team speedway motorcycle racing 
events are scratch races. That is, each heat has 
all participants starting from the same line. A 


typical team racing program will involve 
approximately fourteen separate scratch 
heats. 


Each team carries six regular riders on its 
roster plus a back-up reserve rider. Each 
regular team rider will ride a maximum of 
four heats in a team program, The reserve 
rider, should he be needed in the case of 
mechanical failure or injury to a regular team 
rider, may ride a maximum of two times in a 
team program. 

In each heat event four riders are involved, 
two from each team. Scoring is on a point

basis three points for a win, two for second, 
one for third and zero for fourth. Should two 
team riders sweep a heat in the first and 
second spots, the second place team rider 
gains an additional one bonus point. This 


additionally encourages team riding and 
cooperation on the track between teammates. 
In team motorcycle racing, the team must 
win, not the individual so there is little direct 
competition between teammates. 

At the conclusion of a team match, the 
team with the greater points total is the 
overall winner. 

RACING EQUIPMENT AND STYLE: 

There is no alteration of the basic 
speedway motorcycle or the style of riding in 
team racing other than an awareness of the 
need for a team effort rather than an 
individual effort. 

The motorcycles remain 500cc single 
cylinder, four-stroke Czechoslovakian Jawas 
or English J.A.P.s running on a nitro or 
alcohol racing fuel and pumping out close to 
60 horsepower with a total weight of 190 
pounds.

The newly initiated 250 Intermediate 
class was dominated by James Little on 
a stock-looking DT-1 Yamaha. He was 
well ahead of DT-2 rider Sam Planta of 
San Marcos Tex. and CZ equipped Gary 
Oien of Hacienda Heights, Cal. Both 
Planta and Oien have been into moto 
for a year or so and they go fast. In fact 
they are both nearly Expert-fast. The 
way Little stayed in front of the rest of 
the Intermediate 250's defied logic, 
gravity and oddsmaker's rule of thumb.

Motocross at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 

You could tell it was going to be a 
biggie by the way’ traffic jammed up 
miles before the off-ramp. Just snick 
down a couple of gears, to 40 miles an 
hour, fingers and toe resting lightly on 
the brakes and bike on through. What 
satisfaction whisking past all the caged 
commuters idling in their own fumes! 

At the Coliseum we are directed to 
the best part of the parking lot 
(charging half the car rate) where perch 
a couple of dozen other motorcycles 
out of all these thousands of personal 
vehicles.

A few people left after Joe Einhorn’s 
intermission act to miss the jam-up 
going home. Too bad. If they’d come 
there on a motorcycle they could have 
seen the most fantastic final moto and 
still beat the traffic, as we did. There is 
seldom any traffic in the lanes between 
the cars.

Speaking of helmets, a subject lately 
on my mind (ha ha), I think it is my 
duty to pass along some information 
that came to light in the recent 
controvery over California's proposed 
helmet law. A comparison of accident 
and fatality statistics showed that in 
several states which have had helmet 
laws for some years, the ratio of 
fatalities to accidents increases by a tiny 
amount (see box). The difference is so 
small (like one percent) that it is 
statistically meaningless. 

I reluctantly publish this information 
with the hope that it will not be 
mistakenly inferred that helmets are a 
hazard, but rather that compulsory 
helmet laws need be reexamined to see 
if they are not, in fact, detracting from 
motorcycle safety.

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all that power becomes some kind of an 
ego thing (or maybe they should read 
Freud). Still, we do occasionally hear of 
these bikes being thoroughly enjoyed by 
a good rider, like one of our editorial 
staff who really got his jollies on a 
Kawasaki which didn't put him down 
and now we've heard another tale. A 
water-cooled 750cc Suzuki was ridden 
by a chap all the way down to Honduras 
and back with absolutely no troubles. 
He did dump it once on once of those 
South American dirt roads they just 
spray with oil, hit the ground at about 
75 but came up smiling with nothing 
more than a scuffed helmet. The worst 
part of that trip, he says, was going 
through Elsinore.

We hope that the technical committee 
takes a very careful look at all bikes 
they check and knowing the gentlemen 
involved, they will. Just because they 
don't always look at everything in one 
tear-down, doesn't mean that they 
haven't noticed.

The idea of the roving referee for all 
the racing tracks was a good one. If you 
didn't hear anout it here is how it was 
supposed to work. 

One referee was going to officiate at 
all the race locations and he would 
answer to the SRA board. This would 
erase the problem of different rules and 
different interpretations at each track. 
It would also make the calls by the 
referee more consistent and the riders 
would learn what to expect from this 
individual in a given circumstance.

You can take 
care of the other end of the air flow 
situation either with a Filtron green 
weenie or by using the stock still air 
box. 


STUFF TO LEAVE BLODDY 
WELL ALONE 


The bore and stroke. Don't mess with 
it unless you want to run in the 500 
class. The dimensions are pretty darn 
close to the 250cc limit. 

Most of the other components. 
Honda spent a lot of time on the bike 
and did manage to get quite a few things 
right, believe it or not. The stock rims 
are — functionallooking and very 
functional. No dings, crimps or flat 
spots after many MX-type crashes. The 
stock flexible fenders are really neat and 
lightweight.

After riding a stock machine, which is 
not all that pokey, especially in the low 
end, be prepared for an experience 
when you get on one with the mods. It’s 
been a while since there was that kind 
of performance out of a 250 
four-stroke, if indeed there ever was. 

Take a bow, whichever design team 
turned out the XL 250. Your efforts are 
vindicated. The crazy Americans have 
decided to go racing with your ‘dual 
purpose" machine...and it works.
